In these days when a radical change 
4s developing in farm. practiceon the 
prairies, when we are beginning to de- 
sert the old risky annual adventure ot 
straight wheat growing for the safer 
methods of modified ‘summerfallow, 
corn, sunflowers and stock, there is 
nothing’ of nore interest and import- 
ance than the growing of trees on the 
farm. 

Haye you ever stopped to sum up all 
the good things trees will do for tho 
prairie farmer? In the first place 
they mako ‘his place noticeable, not a 
person passing, be he neighbor, tour- 
ist, immigrant or prospective buyer, 
but will see it from even mfles away. 
Trees are the most conspicuous Jand- 
marks” anywhere on the prairie, and 
planted farms always catch the eye.

Many a timo 
in winter they do not realize it is cold 
enough for an overcoat until they get 
outside their own-gate and away from 
the shelier of the trees. The coal 
bill is lessened, for the constant steady 
stream of cold air has not to be con- 
tended with, which makes a great dif- 
ference in maintaining the tempera- 


ture inside. Then there are the ma-- 
terial advantages arising from a good 


garden which invariably follows the 
"| shelter belt. Abundance of the finest. 
kind of vegetables, small fruit and 
even large fruits, for rarely do you 
find a three or four-year-old planta- 
tion that is not- sheltering the first 
beginnings of an orchard of apples, 
crabs and plum-trees. The one in- 
variably follows the other and no suc- 
cessful fruit growing has yet been 
Jrecorded from the prairie unless from 
behind the shelter of a tree belt.

Survival of Early Belief About Effecty 
of Moon on Growth of Plants

the freezing of fruit crops. 

When fruit trees and shrubs bios- 
som in the light of the moon, they 
survive any subsequent frosts: But it 
they blossom in the dark of the moon 
the fruit does not stand frosts. The 
dark of the moon produces wetness in 
the blossoms, while the light produces 
waxiness and so the subsequent crop 
Is fortified against any but the heav- 
jest frost—Manchester Union.

Ottawa —A “very ‘definite and com- 
plete programme for tuberculosis re- 
search” has been perfected at a joint 
confcrence held here under the aus- 
pices of the national research council 
und the federal department of agri- 
culture, 

The cdnference, described as one ol 
the must important scientific confer- 
ences ever held in Canada, met under 
the joint chairmanship of Dr. H. M. 
Tory, president of the national re- 
search council, and Dr. 5, H. Grisdale, 
daputy minister of agriculture, to re- 
view the present situation in Canada 
In connection with tuberculosis, and to 
discuss the possibilities of solving, 
through scientific research, problems 
relating to tuberculosis in man. and 
animals. More than 25 prominent 
Canadian scientists attended the con- 
ference. . 

Recognizing that the time had ar- 
rived to co-ordinate and stimulate re- 
search work in Canada on the subject, 
{f the problems related to tuberculosis 
were to be solved, the research coun- 
cll appointed an associate committee 
comprised of most of the leading bac- 
terjologists ahd pathologists in Can- 
ada, together with representatives of 
the federal department of agriculture 
and of various other organizations ac- 
tively interested in the question. The 
committee was if session two days.

Tory and Dr. Grisdale, the following 
westerns are on the associate commit- 
tee on tuberculosis research:

Unfortunate illiteracy in Canada is 
not confined to its frontiers and new- 
er territories, Defining illiteracy as 
inability after the age of ten years 
to read or write in any language, an 
analysis of the census statistics of 
1921 shows that 5.10 per cent. of Can- 
ada is illiterate. Of the provinces, 
Ontario has the lowest illiteracy, 2.90 
per cent.; aad New Brunswick tops tho 
Mst with 7.61 per cent. illiterate. 
Manitoba comes second to New Bruns- 
wick with an illiteracy of 7.09 per cent. 
In that province the high percentage 
is due in great measure to the large 
immigrant population in which III{t- 


Sailors. of. All Nationa Take Their 
Troubles to Court In London 

Itis not gencrally known that sailors 
of every nationality bring their griev- 
ances to a court in the block of build- 
ings known as the Law Courts-in the 
Strand. This is the ‘Admiralty Court,” 
over which presides a president and 
two Trinity Brethren, and it deals. 
with cases of collisions between ves- 
sels {in any part of the world or of any 
nationality; the assessing of damages. 
for such collisions, arbitration in con- 
nection with towage of a valuable 
cargo, and even disputes between the 
captains of two foreign vessels. 

When a ship of any nationality is 
disabled at sea, and another comes 
along to help, the captain of the dis- 
abled vessel may ask what the other 
will charge to tow him to the nearest 
port. The reply often is, “leave it to 
tlie admiralty,” meaning the court sit- 
uated in the Strand, London. 

One. reason for this general con- 
ffdence of sailormen in the Strand jus- 
tice house Is sald to be the absolute 
impartiality dealt out there. Also 
the two Trinity Brethren who sit with 
the judge have been masters of ships 
for many years, and can talk freely 
with the contestants in their own 
tongues and in their seafaring lingo.

Canadian and British-born— 
a condition which should make us, as 
Canadians, think. Compulsory edu- 
cation laws are doing much, but in 
spite of these, many Canadian-born 
children of foreign parentage as well 
as many children of Canadian illiter- 
ate parents are perpetuating thoir fam- 
ily names In the ranks of ilHteracy. 
For instance, 39.46 per cent. of foreign- 
born Ukrainians in Canada are illiter- 
ate and 7.65 per cent, of their Cana- 
dian-born children can neither read 
nor write! ‘Illiteracy, however, must 
not be confused with inability to speak 
English. This {s another problem and 
a serious one. In Saskatchewan alone 
over 40,000 citizens cannot speak Eng- 
lish. 

The Acari wasto and the dan- 
gers of illiteracy in a democratic coun- 
try are salf-evident. Henry Van 
Dyke says, “To placa the ballot in the 
hands of illiterate people is like 
hanging a diamond around the neck of 
a little child and sending -it out into 
the crowded street.” Four “million 
illiterates vote in tho United States 
and two hundred and fifty thousand 
are eligible to vote in Canada.

Credit Given To Frenchman 


Jacques Garnerin Was Inventor of 
Parachute 132 Years Ago 

The Royal Air Force today ts using 
a parachute perfected by an American, 
which fact has brought out comment 
and discussion-as to the history of 
the use of parachutes in aeronautics. 

The assertion ts made that the first 
lifesaver of this kind was concelved 
132 years ago by Jacques Garnerin, a 
Frenchman, He worked out the idea 
while a prisoner of the Germans in 
the. Ehrenbreitstein fortress, at Cob- 
lence on the Rhine, and with a parasol- 
like contrivance dropped safely from 
the fortress walls to Iberty. |

Water Clocks t Used: 
By Ancient Greeks 


Hours of Day in Summer Longer Than 
Hours of Night 

By the ancient Egyptians the day 
was divided into 24 hours of equal 
length, The Greeks adopted a dif- 
ferent system, dividing the day, that 
is, the period between sunrise and 
sunset, into 12 hours, and also the 
night. Whence it followed that it 
was only at two periods of the year 
that the length of the hours during the 
day and night were uniform. In con- 
sequence, those who adopted the 
Greek system were obliged to furnish 
their water clocks wilh a compensat- 
ing device so that the equal hours 
measured by those clocks should be 
rendered unequal according io the 
exigencies of ihe season. In sum- 
mer, when the period of daylight is 
tonger than the period of darkness, 
the hours of the.day were longer than 
the hours of night, because day and 
whether long or short, were 
each divided into 12 hours.
